In the grounds of the Eplscopal ca-
thedral wf St, Albans, which is belng
bulit on commanding helghts overiook-

ton, there is a curlons plant known ns
the Glastonbury thorn or Christ thorn,
This plunt bas o rure history, for the
tradition, ax told by n writer in the
Pathfinder, s thot It was this Kind of
thorn  from which the crown was
made whoen Christ was crucified. It
belongs to a very large botanical fam-
iy, nawmely, the eupliorbla—of which
there are upwards of three thousand
known specles, They usunlly yleld o
milky fulece when cut or brulged, In
some  cuses this  Juice Is polsonous.
Some of the wild tribes of Africa have
used It to poison the tips of thelr ar

The nnme Glastonbury comes from
old  Glastonbury  abbey, near DBath,
It was to Glastonbury, ace
cording to the legend, that Joseph of
Arimathen cnme as o wisslonary to
found the first Chrlstinn church In
England, and It was there that hwe
brought the holy grall, or golden cup
used by Christ at the last supper.

Ieis veluted that Jogeph on reaching
Glastonbury thrust his stick ioto the
ground,  This stlek  was  Crom  the
Christ thorn and he had brought 1t
from the Holy lnnd as n savred me-
menta, It ook root and since then
sprouts from it have heen taken o
many different countries, A fanatie
during religlons troubles cut down the
original thorn at Glastonbury, but i
sprang up again afterward and visl-
tors to Glastonbury rulns ecan see It

The old story is that Glastonbury
thorn blossoms miraculously at Christ-
mas. and at no other thme of the year—

unless someone having royal bloosd lu
his velns pays homage to ir. It Is even
told that when the yonng prince of
Wnleg, In November, 1910, was In
Washington and pald a visit to the St
Albans eathedral site, the Glustonbury
thorn put out s blossol which was
placed In u sllver box nnd presented to
him, In nccordance with the anclent
custom.

The modern world is skeptienl and It
does not belleve thot there I8 anythiog
pecullurly holy In a royal personnge.
So If the Glastonbury thorn bhlossoms
out of Its regular season It I8 bechuse
it has been encournged to do so by
well-known hortleultural methods ; and
there Is no miracle about it beyond the

Ctfest Hens Are Big Layers

Twenty-eight birds entered in the
Nebraska National lgg Laying con-
test being conducted by the College
of Agricalture Inid twenty-eight or
mors eggs each during the month of
May. Twenty of the twenly-eight
wiore single comb  white Leghorns,
A single comb Rhode 1sland Red laid
thirty eggs in thirty-one days. Ten
hens in the contest have averaged
more than twenty eggs each month
for the last seven months, One 8in-
gle Comb White Leghorn has lnid 169
eggs in seven months and two Barred
Rocks have laid 148 eggs ench in that
time.  With one exception the ten
high hens of this yeuar's contest are
owned in Nebraska.
